| The Enemy left in Cheſter 4, Companies of F-ot, a. 
Trocp ef H-urſe, beſides wiiat efcap'd thir'cr from 
the Fight near Northwich, and what that diliff &cd 
City will afford in Towneſmen. Sir George Booth tl y- 
ing with ſome horſe coward Cheſt'y, was purſucd by 
Major Creed within two milcs of the City, Anether 
party of them running towards Aſarcheſter,were pur- 
ſred by Cel. Swaiow; and Col. Ireland, with 100 hotſe, 
ran towards Leverpool, Their Horſe at firſt were a gal- 
lant B-dy,abour 1808s, The Officers raken priſoners, 
are, Viz, Col-william Ma 5e9, Major Harriſon, lately 

a Capt.in the Parliaments Army. Cap. FPh:;p Egerton, 
Maj-r James Scotficld, Gapt. Hartland, Capr.Smiuh, 
Sir Richard Greſuener's ſon, Capt.Ceſe]l.
